States orin the world that has done so much to 





, foster and promote sport and athletics in all its

With my wife and little daughter J] bad spent many 
a pleasant evening witb tbem on Trumbull street, 
and accepting their Invitation bad accompanied them 
on many a picnic and excursion before I made my 
home with them. 

Tiis true | brought my wife all the way from Eng 
land to seek happiness, but it is not true that I could 
Dot procure work. I obtained work the following 
week at Wiocnester’s Repeating Arms Factory. New 

Haven, Conn.. my wife having obtained work in the 
cartridge department of tbe same manutactory three 
davs after our arrival. 

For three years we worked happily together to 
make a home in this country, Miss Charlotte E. San- 
fordand ber sister aiding us with many a little present 
and Christmas, 1884, found our bome a very comforta: 
ble one. but then sorrow began: a young man whom 
i had known in England came to this country, and 
had been unfortunate in procuring work. He came to 
New Haven early in December, 184, to seek work and 
Was uway down below par. [took him to my home 
‘nd made him very comfortable, although I knew be 
had nota cent to pay bis board: and IT did hot send 
him away ull about the middle of January, 1885, al- 


iheugo he failed to find work. 

Up ull that time { had no agonizing doubts or I 
weuld not nave taken men to my bome. 

Iu 1872 I caught my wite with My own eyes in the 
Veryact of adultery, but had fully forgiven ber till 
xoing home from my work quite unexpectedly one 


morning in January, 1885, { saw sufficient impropriety 
between my wife and the young man I was befriending

A THOUSAND FEET JUMP.

Clinging to & parachute at San Francisco, Cal., T. S. 
Baldwin leaped, the afternoon of Jan. 30, from a bal- 
loon over a thousand feet up in the air, thus making, 
it is believed, the highest drop jump on record. Bald- 
win is the man who walked ov a light rope from the 
Cliff House to Seal Rocks last summer, and who 
claims to have passed across Niagara Falls on some 
slim agpport. 

His last feat took place in an enclosure outside Gold- 
en Gate Park, and was witnessed by abuut 12,000 peo- 
ple. The bajloon was Professor Van Tassel’s Eclipse, 
and at 8 o’clock Baldwin appeared in fleshings and 
spangles. He vaulted lightly into the basket. To 
this was attached what looked like an cnormous 
white canvas umbrella about ten feet long closed up, 
and witb a fixed trapeze {n place of a bandle. At 
Baldwin’s signal the rope attached to the ba!loon was 
payed out until a trifle over a thousand feet had been 
reeled off tbe windlass. : 
Baldwin was tben seen to step to the rim of the 
basket and, grasping the trapeze iv bis hands, gave a 
shout and jumped into space. For a second athlete 
and canvas attached fell with lightning speec, while 
@ great scream went up from below. Anotber second 
and the parachute opened and the fall was so visibly 
arrested that the machine and man baited in mid air 
like a great strang2 bird.

DEADLY DELIVERIES 


Two Prominent Cleveland Officers Are Fatally

SIXTY SOULS LOST. 








A Loaded Railroad Train Runs off the 
Track, Tombles off a Bridge and 
Makes a Funeral Pyre for Three- 
score Victims.

Four heavily laden cars—two passengers and two 
slecpers—plunged six:y feet trom the Woodstock 
Brigge—spanning White River at West Hartford, Vt., 
— it three o’cloek the morning of Feb, 5. carrying their’ 
slecpiby occupants to the cruel rocs and ice below. 

Ot eighty passengers on the night express to Mon- 
treal who were dreaming of the carnival about fifty, 
it is feared, woke up to die mid the flame, the smoke 
and the crashing timbers. Of the tweaty-six faken 
out from the ovurning cars all were more or less in- 
jured, and two died pgs they could be tnken from 
the spot, 

A cold moon setting over the snow-clad bills of. 
Vermont was the only witne:s to the most terrible 
disaster that ever happened in Northern New Eng. . 
Jand, 

I:very tarm house for a mftle around was a hospital. 
and a thousand horrified farmers stood and looked on 
amazed while the railroad. employees pursued their 
solemn task. -The moon stood above the White 
Mountains, casting a pale Hight upon the frozen valley,: 
muking the seene look like a picture of the Day of 
Juisgment as portraved in old tamily Bibles. 

The ul-fated train consisted of two sections, one 
from Boston comprising the Pallman sleeper Puritan, 
an ordinary passenger coach, a mail and a baggage 
car, and the other section from Springficld, Mass., 
including tre Pullman sleeper St. Aloans and a com- 
mon passenger car. Both parts were united at White 
River and startea tor Montreal via the Central Ver- 
mont or Grand Trunk line. The train was vearly an 
hour late. On account of the special rates to the Mon- 
treal carnival the number of passengers was unusu- 
ally large, many persons baving taken advantage of 
the cut down to make the trip to the Dominion on 
business and pleasure. So great was the demand for 
accommodations. that all -the berths .on the -Puritan. 
were taken long before the Boston section reached 
there. Fifteen persons occupied berths in the St. 
Albans. The ordinary coaches were well filled, and 
there were proDdably one hundred passengers. all told 
or the train when it started on its northern journey. 

West Hartford, the scene of the awful calamity, is a 
small hamlet ou White river. The population consists 
of farmers, Whose bomes are quite widely scattered. 
At this point the Ceniral Vermont Railroad crosses 
the river obliquely. The bridge, a wooden one, 650 feet 
In length, is the longest of its character in the coun- 
trs, It spans the river at the height of fifty feet. The 
river was frozen solidly, ice to the thickness of vain 
inches having formed on it. 

At the time the arcidJent bappened the train was 
running about forty milesan bour. The locomotive 
bad nearly passed the bridge when the attention of the 
eugimeee was suddenly attracted by something un- 
usual, and in Jooking back, the ulght being a fine 
moonlight one, he saw the last four.cars go over the 
end of the bridge and land on the trozen river in the 
serge below. The baggage and mail cars crossed the 
bridge in safety. As soon as possible the train was 
s'onped, and the railroad employees and a few pas.en. 
kers In the smoking compartment of the mail car 
went to the relief of those in the wreck. The descent 
of the steep emrnbankment was speedily made, and 
when they arrived where they expected to find the 
d+tacbed portion of the train they discovered tbe four 
cars bottom up on the ice. Flames immediately burst 
forth, 

The scene at the bridge was so awful! that it beggars 
description, Mingled with the uproar of the fire were 
Nie ens of the imprisoned passengers, crying “Help !

The other members of the 
rescuing party had succeeded in taking a number of 
the wounded from the wreck, all ot whom were taken 
back under the bridge.

It will probably neve: be known just 
how many were killed, as the railroad people are 
doing their utmost to suppress the facts. It has been 
almost impossible for correspondents to obtain facts 
from the officials. This, together with the distance to 
tbe station, bas prevented early particulars. The loss 
to the company will be about $100.000, and if the loss 
ot life is paid for the accident will cost the company 
between $300,000 and ¢400,000. The bridge, which is one 
of the largest in the. State, was -burnec-about- fifteen 
years ago, but there was no loss of lite at that time.

BOLD BURGLARS. 





[Subject of Illustration. | 
Bold masked burglars took possession of the gov- 
ernment building in Jersey City on the night of Fel. 1. 
Toey surrendered their control just before daylight. 
Their mission was to aid the statesmen now wrest- 
ling with the knotty problem as tu what to do with 
the surplus in Uncle Sam’s coffers by relieving them 
of all the cash that the safes in thefouilding contained. 
Tkey worked energetically for a small reward. 
>The building, which is of brown stone and of impos- 
ing appearance, was formerly tbe mansion of the late 
Dudley Gregory. It is situated at the northwest cor- 
ner of Washington and Sussex streets. To the north 
isa park running along Washington to Grand street. 
The huilding is exposed and hus numerous windows, 
and as the lights burn all nighttbe movements of any 
person engaged in unlawful acts should have been 
easily detected. 

The postoffice is located on the lower floor, the 
money order department occupies the half of the sec- 
ond floor and the balance is used by officers in the 
internal revenue. At aight the building is gnarded 
by John W. Stringham, watchman. Jobn Nixon, the 
janitor, and bis wife and daughter, occupy the upper 
floor as a dwelling. 

The pustoffice clerks left the building at eleven 
o'clock. Stringbam bad secured the doors and went 
out into the yard to call his companion, a bull pup. 
As he stepped into the assorting room he was con- 
fronted by five men, whose heads were concealed by 
baglike masxs,into which holes had been pierced to 
enable them? to see. Stringbam, who was greatly 
excited said first that he ran out to tbe steps and 
called ‘Police!’ but was seized and dragged back by 


that one of the men told him to surrender. Ancther 
aimed a blow at bim, which he dodged, and, drawing 
bis revolver, he disewarged it thrice iu rapid succes- 
sion, whebd they closed on him. One of the men was 
wounded in the arm. He was no match tor them, 
however, as his right arm had been shattered by a 
vall at the bat@e of Gaines’ Mili and hangs limp and 
useless. He’ 'was overpowered, gegged avi bound. 
‘Tbe intruders inspected the three rooms on the lower 
floor and seized the cash, amounting to about $30. in 
the clerk’s drawer. They decided that the safe in 
Post master Gopsill’s office contained a good deal more. 
They removed the gag,a bolt ot cloth, from String- 
ham’s mouth and questioned bim. 

During the colloquy four of the thieves went up 
stairs.

About 7 o’clock the night of Jan. 2% five prisoners 
made their escape from the jail at Mt. Sterling, Ky., 
and under cover of the darkness fled. At the time 
they made the dasb for liberty, Jailer Punch, assisted 
by his little son John. and a colored boy, was engaged 
in carrying down the slop buckets from the cells. All 
the prisoners save Will Bailey and Sam Wright bad 
been locked in their ceils. Capt. Puncb bad left these 
two out of the cellsto take care of a sick prisoner 
pamed Elijab Wright. 
Punch was standing just on the ioside ul the main 





jail door, while bis boy John stood on the outside, and 
the negro boy was taking out the buckets. Just as he 
passed out of the door, Wi!l Bailey struck Capt. Punch 
a violent blow just bebind the left ear with a slung- 
shot, which felled bim to the flour. Wolliam Bailey 
and Van Bailey then rushed outside the jail door, and 
one of them, taking hold of the lever on the outside 
by which all the cells are unbolted, gave it a twist, 
liberating all tbe prisoners, who made a rusb to the 
door. 
Capt. Punch had recovered trom the blow and at- 
tempted to close the door, when tbe prisoners grap- 
pled with him and crusbed him to the floor. Five 
then succeeded in getting out and jumping through a 
window looking inthe rear of the jail, ran through 
the jail garden, and put for the appearance of litile 
John Punch al) the prisoners, thirteen in number, 
would have escaped. When the men grappled with 
bis father John left the door and ran fora pistol. He 
rusbed back, and with this held the men at bay tll 
help came and the door was closed. 
Three of the prisoners who escaped were Jack 
Johns, colored, trom Magoffin county, lately sentenced 
tor lite. Jobns 1s a desperate character and was sent 
up for the murder of Proctor Arnett. Will and Van- 
dor Bailey; sent fromm Lee county, charged witb mur- 
der; John Gullett, from Magoffin county, charged 
with murder, and Sam Wright, sentenced to twenty- 
one years from Letcher county. All were there tor 
safe-keeping. The whole town wasup in arms in a 
very short time and started pell-mell afier the fugi- 
tives, who took to the rear of the jail and through a 
scattering block of frame buildings on the east side of 
town. 

Two of the prisoners, Jack-Johns and John Gullet, 
were caught next morning, and it fs thought the 
others are hiding somewbere in the eastern part of

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SLEDDED TO THE GRAVE.

A melancholy sigbt, one only to be observed in an 
altitudinous mining camp, was that witnessed at St. 
Elmo, Col., the other day. It was a funeral cortege 
trom the Mary Murphy mine, a vroperty which is 
largely owned in Si. J.ouis. The other day two miners 
working at that mine died of pneumonia after an ill- 
ness lasting but a few hours. They were Tim Sulll- 
van, an old-timer, and a stranger named Casey. The 
mine is above timber line, and located five miles from 
the town. 

The miners resolved.to give their dead comrades as 
decent a burial as wasat their command. Two rongh 
boxes were constructed, euch just large enough to con- 
tain a dead body, and the bodies of the deceased min- 
ers were n@tied in. Scantlings, two by four, were fas- 
tened on edgewise cn the bottom of each box, and on 
the bottom of .these were nailed four-inch hoards, 
which acted for runvers. Long ropes were attached to 
these, and twenty-four men—twelve to each box—be- 
gan the hazardous task of drawing the improyised 
sleds through the huge drifts and banks of snow down 
to the valley. 

The snow was so deep in places that the face of na- 
ture was entirely obliterated. Through this the men 
plunged, sometimes upto their necks in the drifts. 
At times the koxes would get turned over, the men 
missing the trail, or through sowe other mishap, but 
in such cases they were lifted back, and the tuilers 
plunged on. It wasa weird sight to see the twenly- 
four men floundering through the streets of the town 
to the cemetery beyond, where the corpses were bur- 
fed. A large number of the men at the Mary Murphy 
mine are jeaving, owing to the danger of pneumonia 
at this altitude. There are eighty-five men working 
there, and nearly all of them have colds.

A score or more of brokers whose admiration for the champion is 
extravagant ran out to the Wall street entrauce and intercepted 
bim as be came down the stairway. There was such a crowd to 
pass through that perhaps the plaster cast would have been knocked 
out of Sullivan's sleeve had it not been for Mr. Kiernan, who valor- 
ously cleared a way to the cab. 


There was a desperate prize fight at Mount Holly, 
N. J.,0u Feb. 7. The principals were John Harrigan, a clever 
fighter from Philadelphia, and Jack Taylor, a Mount Holly sport, 
who was Impressed with the idea that his sphere was the prise 
ring. and that po ordinary fighter could make him quit. The 
stakes were $100 a side, and it was a fightto a finish. Both men 
were in good = ndition, ard Taylor had the advantage in size and 
weight, but Harrigan was a good deal quicker, and managed to get 
away from Taylor's sledge-hammer blows pretty often. Ten rounds 
in all were fought without interference on the part of the police, 
and wound up by Hirrigan winning the fight. At the outset each 
of the fighters scored several knock-downs, after which they grew 
cautious and waited for a favorable opportunity for a knock-out, 
but toward the last it was give and take without much attempt to 
avoid punishment.

English 
gportsmen for the last twelve months have been willing to make a 
match for Smith with Sullivan for £1,000 or £2,000 a side and have 
offered every inducement to Sullivan to come over. His refusal 
results in our determination to go over and fight him in America. 
We do not go over for the sole desire of meeting Sullivan, but are 
open to meet all comers up to any price.” 

Smith,-who was very reserved, not to say morose, was dressed in 
dark tweed and wore a heavy overcoat, the collar and cuffs of which 
were trimmed with astrakhan, but no jewels. 1 theu said to 
Smith: 

‘*What do you think of Sullivan from what you have read and 
beard of bim ?” 

He replied in a deep, double G bass, speaking in hyphens, as if 
it were out of great good nature : 

**Well, be is only one man. Heis net two men. He has never 
eaten anybody ; he has never killed anyone. I fecl confident that 
I can get the better of him.” 

When we faced at this point his determined look grew pleasant, 
tor Mrs. Smith, a pretty and tastefully dressed woman with the 
bright eyes of = lion tamer, was beckoning him to her side, and he 
said, ' Good night."

“Rachel Turner. And wo’ dan dat, she’s a witch an’ | 
a fortun’ teller.” : 

“Ab, I see, vou want to enter suit against ber for 
disorderly conduct and being a fortune teller.” 

“Yas, if she ain’t done Jocked up to’ night de good 
Lawd sabe us.” 

The squire took an information from Mrs. Curry 
against Mrs. Turner. The squire gave the following 
information about the case - 

Rachel Turner bas been in this city but a few weeks. 
Seventy-three years of existence have not deprived 
ber of shrewdness. No better evidence of this fact 
could be given than her locating where she did on 
Bedford avenue. Atter finding quarters .as comforta- 
ble as her circumstances would allow she gave out 
hints that ber’s was mission of mercy, and tbat no 
pain or tll would remain obdurate after ber fingers 
toucbed the spot.

skil) bad given their ills wings. Not a colored house- 
hold but was made aware of her presence. Among 
those to visit her recently was Lavina Curry. She had 
a beloved son, Mitchell, with whuse manhood discase 
bad disported and whose comtort pain bad destroyed. 
Sue pleaded tor the veneradle woman to visit him, 
and all would be right. Rachel consented. The 
young man lay prone upon his bed when she arrived. 
Alter examining him she declared he would recover, 
and that shortly. Her first move was tuo bend over 
him with outstretcved bands and give utterance to a 
lamentation, which awed to reverence all of his rela- 
tions and gatbered a motley throng upon the outside 
ofthe bouse. The next thing she did was to blow on 
him witb vigor. During this performance ber torm 
wou!d bend until it touched the prostrate man. and 
then suddenly sway back until her disbeveled silver 
locks touched the floor. She then bade him arise and 
walk thrice about the room. While be was doing this 
she switched the air with ber hands and bade, ina 
language unintelligiole to her audience, the evil spir- 
its which she said oppressed bim to depart. It is de- 
scribed by onlookers as being sad to witness his at- 
tempts to carry out ber exactions. His disease was 
juflammatory rheumatism, and every step be took 
was accompanied by an ejaculation uf pain. When 
this part ofthe my.tertous work bad been cumpleted, 
he was taken back to bed.

The suspicion that Mrs. Turn+r was imposing on her 
did vot enter Mrs. Curry’s mind until a piece of the 
sick man’s clothing was taken bome by the woman. 
After taking this she did not return for three days. 
During this time his piins were unbearable. When 
the article was returned they ceased. She smiled 
when they told ber this, and averred that if it was her 
wish the unfortunate man would never leave his bed 
again. Mrs. Curry then decided to have the woman 
arrested, and went before Deputy Mayor Richarus to 
make the tntormation.

Thespeed with 
which they got out of her road, and tbe grimaces.they 
made when retusing her uffer, set the office in a roar. 
Mrs. Turner denied being 2 negress. She said she was 
a native ot Barcelona, Spain. When told sbe would 
have to fo to jail in default of $550 bail she shivered 
and said to Constable Clare: “Goan to take me dar, 
cherub ?”. Wheu answered in the affimative she 
further said: “Got vo good beds dar; puffin’ but 
board. Poo’ Rucb will treeze.”’ “I'll get vou a good 
bed,” answered the constable. At tbis sbe grabhed his 
arm, saying at the same time: “Cum along; fail wid 
gocd bed and vittles can’t scare Rach,” and departed, 
She will bave a hearing soon. The case has caused 
much commotion among the colored people, and will 
attract a large concourse of them to the hearing. 

Mrs. Turner was seen at the jatl last night and said 
her father was a Mobawk Indian, and her mother a 
wild Spanish woman. She turther said about the case:

A KENTUCKY MARSHAL. 


Perry Oakley is now on trial in Mount Sterling for | 
the killing of William and John Smith and Will Os- | 
borne, at Stepsione, in July, 1885, writes an Owings- 
ville, Ky., correspondent of the Louisville Courier- | 
Journal, Oakley has had a turbulent career, yet he 
would be one of the Jast men that a stranger would 
point out as a dangerous character. He is aoout forty- 
five years of age, considerably below the medium 
sizc, and with a disposition seemingly as gentle as that 
ofa womap. While he has always been known as a 
man of unflinching nerve, a most skillful marksman, 
and as true toa friend as the aim of his gun, it is not 
of record that he ever provoked a quarrel or engaged 
in a fight, except in case of absolute self-defense. 

Among the first of his battles was one with Jim Ball- 
ard. a desperate man and powertul physically, who 
had undertaken to give Oakley a whipping over some 
political difference. In this fight Oakley used his 
knife effectively, and inflicted dangerous wounds upon 
bis assailant. At an election, some months later, 
Ballard baving recovered. and being aided by his 
father, Dirrett Ballard, and two brothers, Jack and 
Mose, renewed the atiack upon Oakley, with the evi. 
dent intention of killing him, for, while he and old 
man Ballard were facing each other in a pistol duel, 
Jack Ballard shpped up from behind and shot Ockiey 
just at the crossing of his suspendersin tbe back, the 
large pistol ball going entirely through the body. Be- 
fore this could be done, however, Oakley nad shot old 
man Ballard twice, the second ball penetrating the 
place made by the first in the breast. Oakley recov- 
ered from the wound received on this occasion almost 
asifby a miracie. Old man Ballard lived some time, 
buc died, it is supposed, from the effects of the wounds. 
Jack Bullard. who shot Oakley, is now serving a lite 
sentence ip the state penitentiary for the murder of 
Peter Spencer near here in May, 1835, while his two 
brotbers, Jim and Mose. were both shot to death in 
the streets of thistownin an attempt to rescue Jack 
from Sheriff Cook and posse afier the conviction. 
Oakley surrendered to the authorities, and after a 
tborough investigation in this community—always 
jealous of upholding tbe law—was promptly acquitted. 

Atthe time of the killing for which Oakley is now 
undergoing trial he was marshal of Stepstune, an in- 
corporated town on the C. and O. Railroad, four miles 
west of this place. [n his official dealings he bad, of 
course, incurred the enmity of the tough element, 
rather numerous in that vicinity at that time. On the 
evening ot the killing the two young Smiths and Os- 
borne went to Stepstone and got pretty drunk, They 
were armed, one witb a gun and tbe otbers with pistols, 
It is related that Oakley paid no attention to their 
conduct, but avoided meeting them, fearing the result 
ot a difficulty with them. bs 

Thus matters siood late in the evening, when John, 
tbe older of the Smitbs, went into the storehouse 
owned by Hickerson, where Oakley was quietly sit- 
ting reading a newspacer. A. gentleman who was 
present tells what followed, about this way: 

When Oakley saw Smita be asked if be was hunting 
him (Oakley). Tothis Smith made no reply, but at- 
tempted to draw his revoiver, which was in the inside 
breast-pocket of his coat. Oakley also drew his pistol, 
and, getting the first fire, of course killed bis man, 

The otber Smith and Osoorne, who were oft a dis- 
tance of seventy-five yards, hearing the pistol shot 
came running, one with a revolver, the other with a 
rifle in bis hands. Oukley saw them coming, and 
knowing their purpose, seized his double-barreled 
shdtgun. It was now an open field, with no chance of 
shelter tor eitber side. When within fifteen feet of 
each other the tiriugs opened, and two shots in quick 
succession were heard. and both Osborne and Smith 
tell to the ground, each pierced by a dozen or more 
buckshot. Just at this time Oakley received a shot in 
the temple from a gun in the hands of an unseen 
party. On looking in the direction from which the 
shot came,a man by the name of Maguire was seen 
rapidly leaving witb a gun in bis hands, and a quick 
shot at him touk effect in the shoulder, inflicting a 
serious wound. 5 

Oakley had a thorough examining trial for these 
killings, but was proth ptly, acquitted, but. an indict- 
ment was returned bythL grand jury notwithstanding.
